The suspension of a number of Government officials 
at Edmonton, within the past week, has given rise to con- 
siderable comment. In two cases notice merely of suspen- 
sion was given without any reason being assigned, and in 
a third a reason was given and a paftial enquiry made. 


This was the case of the postmaster, A. D. Osborne, and 
the reason given by assistant inspector of postoffices A. W 
Cairns, who came to inquire into the matter, was that on a 
certain occasion Mr. Osborne had been seen carrying a gun 
on the streets of Edmonton, and defying the government. 
The alleged occasion was during the attempted removal of 
the land office. Owing to all the suspensions occurring 
about the same time, the natural inference is that they 
were made for like cause, that is that the Government has 
seen fit to suspend, without enquiry, a number of its ser- 
vants, on the mere accusation that they sympathized with 
the action of their fellow citizens in defending their rights.
